SYNOPSIS 


On Saturday, October 4, 2014, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of 
Lieutenant Richard Harpham, Sergeants Chad Smeltzer and Brian Godwin, responded 
to an incident command post regarding a deputy involved hit shooting. The command 
post was established by Century Station personnel. The shooting resulted in the death 
of Suspect Johnny Martinez. On July 27, 2016, the case was reassigned to IAB 
Sergeant Nader Chahine. 


Detective Sergeant Eddie Aguirre and Detective Traci Healy from the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed control of the 
homicide investigation. For further information regarding the homicide investigation 
refer to the homicide case book, under URN 014-15357-2172-013 [EXHIBIT A]. 


On October 4, 2014, at 1851 e EEE (the 9-1-1 caller), told the 
dispatcher his ЩИ, Witness (Victim), was stabbed in the head by his 
Witness Hernandez described the suspect (later identified as Suspect 
Martinez) as a male Hispanic, wearing striped shorts and no shirt. Witness = 
stated Suspect Martinez dropped the knife and was still at the location, seated on the 


front porch. The call was updated to advise responding units of the information. 


At approximately 1856 hours, Deputies Pedro Guerrero-Gonzalez, 

Ernesto Hernandez, апа ШШ ce sponded tol East 75" Street, Los Angeles, 
regarding an assault with a deadly weapon call, Tag #206 [See EXHIBIT A, page 67]. 
Deputies Mand Guerrero (Unit И) were the first unit to arrive at the location. 
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Upon their arrival, Deputy Guerrero observed а male Hispanic (Witness w s 
standing on the driveway, behind a wrought-iron gate at the location, Deputy 

asked Witness КРМ step out and walk over to the adjacent property to the 
east, to speak with him. The deputies observed Witness ШИ as bleeding from 
the ке side of his head and appeared to be shaken up and scared. Witness 


‘old Deputy Guerrero, in Spanish, he had just been stabbed in the head by 
his neighbor (Suspect Martinez). Wes ered Suspect Martinez, as a 
male Hispanic, tall, and heavyset. Witness then directed Deputy Guerrero to 
Suspect Martinez’ location at the rear of the driveway. Deputy Guerrero relayed the 
information ascertained from Witness Ш his training officer, Deputy ЖШ 


Deputies Hernandez and IEEE Handling I) arrived at the location during 
Deputies [J and Guerrero's contact with Witness ШИИ = Deputy 

briefed Deputies Hernandez and ог the circumstances of the stabbing and the 
information regarding Suspect Martinez’ location. Suspect Martinez’ I (Witness 
er al approached the deputies and told them in Spanish, “Esta bien” 
(Translated to English meaning "he's good,” referring to Suspect Martinez). Deputy 
Hernandez asked the {lf several times, if Suspect Martinez still had the knife. The 


ШЕШ replied, “No he’s good,” in Spanish. Based Witness EE EEE statement, 
Deputy elieved Suspect Martinez was no longer armed [see page 10 of 
Deputy IAB transcript]. 


Deputy Hernandez devised a plan utilizing his arrest team and assigned different jobs to 
each deputy. Оериу was designated as the radio deputy, for emergency 
broadcasts and as a lethal option, if deadly force became necessary. Deputy 
Guerrero was designated as the “hands-on” deputy, his duties were to contro! the 
suspect's hands and handcuff him, and also control the weapon. Deputy was 
designated as the Taser, to be utilized as a less lethal option in taking the suspect into 
custody, Deputy Hernandez designated himself as a lethal option, if deadly force 
became necessary. Their goal was to contact Suspect Martinez, to conduct an 
investigation into the assault of Vin: И and effect an arrest 


IAB Note: The arrest team took one to two minutes formulating the plan, 
prior to making their approach of Suspect Martinez. 


IAB Note: Deputies Hernandez апа Ж stated they did not consider 
requesting a sergeant to respond to the scene prior 
to approaching Suspect Martinez, because it was not common 
practice at the time and felt they had sufficient personnel and 
equipment to handle the situation. Deputy believed 
Suspect Martinez was no longer armed with the knife, based on 
Witness Band Witness ЕШШ ШШ statements. 
Also because a radio call of this nature (assault with a deadly 
weapon) was nota call a sergeant would be routinely assigned 
to [see page 13 of Deputy , and see page 10 of Deputy 
Hernandez’ IAB transcript]. 
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Deputy told Witness and Suspect Martinez’ [to stay at the 
adjacent property, they closed the gate to 75" Street (behind them), so they would 
not be followed inside. Deputies lll ШИШ Hernandez, and Guerrero walked 
northbound on the driveway and observ ect Martinez sitting on the porch of the 
rear residence, as he faced deputies 5 Hernandez, and Guerrero. 
Suspect Martinez (Witness was standing beside him to his 
left. As deputies HB Hernandez, and Guerrero initially approached Suspect 
Martinez, he had his hands in his lap and appeared to be calm. Deputy Miske 
the ШШШ о leave and she complied by walking to the rear of the location. 


Deputy Hernandez recognized Suspect Martinez from a prior contact he had with him 
within the last year, and attempted to engage him in conversation. Deputy Hernandez 
asked Suspect Martinez, “Don’t you remember me,” he replied, “Fuck off, get away.” 
Deputy Hernandez ordered Suspect Martinez to stand up and place his hands behind 
his back. Suspect Martinez ignored Deputy Hernandez commands. Deputy 
Hernandez approached Suspect Martinez from the left-hand side (Suspect Martinez’) 
and grabbed his left shoulder. Suspect Martinez looked up at Deputy Hernandez and 
simultaneously with his right hand reached under his upper right thigh area. As Suspect 
Martinez leaned to his left, he produced a six to eight inch knife. Deputy Guerrero 
shouted, “He's got a knife!" and Оершу 2с “Knife!” Deputy Hernandez 
stepped back as Suspect Martinez swung the knife at his face while, Suspect Martinez 
was still seated. The blade came within one to two feet of Deputy Hernandez’ face. 
Witness ШЕШШ returned and attempted to intervene, but Deputy О dered her 
back to the rear of the residence and she compiled. 


IAB Note: Deputy stated he did not consider requesting for 
additional units or a sergeant to respond to the scene, after 
Suspect Martinez produced the knife, because he felt the 
situation was too dynamic for the deputies to take their 
focus off Suspect Martinez [see page 19 of Deputy IAB 
transcript]. 


IAB Note; Deputy Hernandez stated he considered using deadly 
force as Suspect Martinez produced the knife and swung the 
knife at Deputy Hernandez’ face. Instead, Deputy Hernandez 
directed Deputy ЙЕ Tase Suspect Martinez, hoping the 
Taser would be effective in stopping Suspect Martinez’ 
Aggression [see pages 16 and 17 of Deputy Hernandez’ IAB 
transcript]. 


JAB Note: Deputy [stated he did not consider using deadly 
force as Suspect Martinez produced the knife and swung the 
knife at Deputy Hernandez’ face. He felt Suspect Martinez was 
still seated and he (Deputy J believed they had the 
advantage of creating space and distance, Also, Deputy 
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Hernandez was able to step back out of Suspect Martinez’ 
"Striking range.” Deputy IE hoped the deployment of the 
Taser, would be effective to subdue and detain Suspect 


Martinez [see page 18 of Deputy ІАЕ transcript). 


Deputy Hernandez directed Deputy [to fire his Taser at Suspect Martinez. 
Deputy е mpioyed his Taser while Suspect Martinez was still seated оп the 
porch, from a distance of eight to ten feet away. Both prongs penetrated Suspect 
Martinez’ upper torso area, but did not appear to have any effect on him. Suspect 
Martinez grunted and removed the Taser wires with his left hand in a downward motion 
as Deputy Г ontinued pressing the trigger, cycling the Taser completely. Suspect 
Martinez stood up and took a couple of steps toward the deputies, in a southeast 
direction, as he held the knife in his right hand. The deputies retreated five to ten feet 
away from Suspect Martinez, to create space and distance. Deputy Hernandez (from a 
distance of six to eight feet away) then sprayed Suspect Martinez in his face with a four 
to five second burst of his Oleoresin Capsicum Spray (OC Spray). Suspect Martinez 
wiped off his face with his left hand, still holding the knife in his right hand. The spray 
did not appear to have any effect on Suspect Martinez. 


IAB Note: The Taser report, indicated the Taser was triggered, 
for five seconds. For further details see report [EXHIBIT 0] 


IAB Note: When Suspect Martinez stood up, he was described by the 
deputies as being over 6 feet tall, and weighing over 300 
pounds. The deputies stated they felt intimidated by Suspect 
Martinez’ size. 


Deputy {removed his Smith & Wesson M&P, semi-automatic pistol and ordered 
Suspect Martinez to drop the knife and to “Stop fighting with из.” Deputy 

pleaded with Suspect Martinez, saying “Please drop the knife,” approximately ten times. 
Deputies Guerrero and Hernandez also ordered Suspect Martinez to drop the knife 
repeatedly Suspect Martinez did not drop the knife, instead started "target glancing” 
(suspect is evaluating an attack), at the four deputies and charged toward Deputies 
Guerrero and н: pages 18 through 23 of Deputy Ш АБ transcript]. 


Deputy [observed Suspect Martinez advancing toward him with the knife still in 
his right hand with the blade facing upward. Deputy retreated in a southeastern 
direction toward the east fence line, as Suspect Martinez lunged toward Deputy 
Guerrero and himself. ОериуЙ believed Suspect Martinez was going to kill them. 
In fear for his life, and that of Deputy Guerrero's, Deputy [fired what he believed 
were two to four rounds from his Heckler & Koch “USP” .45 auto semiautomatic pistol, 
from a distance of approximately six feet away, in a northwest direction. When Suspect 
Martinez did not stop charging, Deputy ШШШ ез<зе<<еа and fired what he believed 
were an additional two to three more rounds until Suspect Martinez fell to the ground.

Deputy Guerrero believed Suspect Martinez targeted him, as he (Suspect Martinez) 
looked directly at him, then lunged forward with the knife still in his hand, holding the 
knife “Overhand.” In fear that Suspect Martinez would strike him with the knife, Deputy 
Guerrero fired his Beretta 92FS, semi-automatic pistol, as he retreated toward the east 
fence line. Deputy Guerrero continued firing at Suspect Martinez, until Suspect 
Martinez fell to the ground, Deputy Guerrero quickly reloaded his weapon and was 
unsure how many rounds he fired in total [see page 3 and 15 of Deputy Guerrero's 
homicide interview and see pages 19 through 26 of his IAB transcript]. 


Deputy in fear for Deputies Guerrero and EE life, fired three rounds from 
his Smith & Wesson M&P, semi-automatic pistol, from a distance of eight to ten feet 
away (southwest direction), center mass, into Suspect Martinez’ mid-torso area. Deputy 

paused for a half second and noticed his rounds had no effect, re-assessed and 
fired what he believed were an additional three rounds until, Suspect Martinez fell to the 
ground [see page 4 of Deputy EE homicide interview and see pages 24 
through 27 of his IAB transcript].

Deputy Hernandez, fearing for the safety of Deputies Guerrero and [I fired what he 
believed were three to four rounds from his Smith & Wesson M&P, semi-automatic 
pistol, from a distance of eight to ten feet away, in southwest direction. He re-assessed 
and fired what he believed were an additional three to four rounds until the threat was 
over [see page 3 of Deputy Hernandez’ homicide interview]. 


Deputy Guerrero advised over the radio (at approximately 1858 hours) of a deputy 
involved shooting. Deputy Ш also requested additional units and a sergeant to 
respond. Deputy advised paramedics were on scene and he requested 
additional paramedics for Witness [EE ~ Deputy walked southbound on 
driveway toward the sidewalk and noticed the gate was partially open, he opened the 
gate the entire way. Deputy B then saw Witness MENNI beh in the gate on 
the ground, being treated by Los Angeles County Fire personnel. 


IAB Note: Once Suspect Martinez fell onto the ground, Deputy ЖШ 
maintained visual on Suspect Martinez, and ensured he was no 
longer a threat. 


The Los Angeles County Fire Engine 16, Captain Butrovich asked Donun E if that 
was the shooting Witness (referring to Witness ШЕШШ Deputy directed 
him to Suspect Martinez, who laid in the middle of the driveway, holding the handle 
portion of the knife (black in color), in his right hand. The handle was broken and 
separated from the actual metal portion of the knife. Los Angeles County Fire 
personnel responded and attempted to render first aid to Suspect Martinez. Captain 
Butrovich contacted Dr. Elliot (U.S.C Medical Hospital) via telephone. Dr. Elliot 
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pronounced Suspect Martinez dead at 1913 hours. Fire Personnel transported Witness 
о Saint Francis Medical Hospital. 


IAB Note: During the IAB interviews the investigators used four 
separate photographs depicting the scene, for each 
deputy. The photographs [EXHIBIT F] were identified with 
the deputies’signatures and employee numbers. The 
deputies used letters indicating their positions and 
weapons used when they contacted Suspect Martinez at 
various times during the incident. The following are the 
list of letters and their meanings used by the deputies on 
the photographs:

IAB Note: Deputy Hernandez stated he had prior contact with 
Suspect Martinez, and remembered assisting on the call, 
see Incident History Report, ЕШ on Же 
[EXHIBIT G]. Deputy Hernandez recalled Suspect 
Martinez’ ЖШ (Witness И. reported her 
ШШ (Suspect Martinez) i! and 
mentioned he used drugs frequently. Although the call 
was dispatched as a possible insane person call (P918), 
and the call indicated Suspect Martinez was 
schizophrenic, Deputy Hernandez did not ascertain if 
Suspect Martinez suffered from any mental issues, nor 
did Suspect Martinez’ [EE inform Deputy Hernandez of 
any mental illness. 


IAB Note: Suspect Martinez was detained for 72 hour observation in 
a mental health facility, on March 2, 2013, [EXHIBIT H, see 
Incident History Report, Tag #78, and Incident Report,] 
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Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Homicide Bureau detectives documented 
their investigation of the incident in their Homicide Book [EXHIBIT A]. The Los Angeles 
County District attorney's Office reviewed the investigation and authored a Letter of 
Opinion [EXHIBIT В]. The letter states Deputies EE EEE Ernesto 
Hernandez and Pedro Guerrero-Gonazalez, acted in lawful self-defense and defense of 
others when they used deadly force against Suspect Johnny Martinez. There would be 
no further action from the District Attorney. 


In addition, one compact disc is included as [EXHIBIT C]. The disc contains digital 
recordings of the 911 call and radio traffic. Also, 35 crime scene photographs, 
photographs of the deputies and their weapons, photographs of the Taser, crime scene
